THE END OF OBSTRUCTION. 
The Brooklyn Eagle thinks that one oi 
the best things about the ratification of the 
Washington treaties is the sounding of the 
death knell of Bitter-enderism. 
With the 
ratification of the last of the conference 
pacts, it says, “the Bitter-enders reached 
the bitter end in their fight against Amer­ 
ican participation in international affairs. 
Thus, the Eagle continues, “ends the sorry 
chapter of the Battalion of Death s reign of 
terror in the senate. 
It is a shameful blot 
on the history of the country’s conduct of 
foreign affairs. The damage that has been 
done cannot be reckoned. It has cost many 
lives, billions of dollars, the loss of America 
of leadership among the nations, and the 
continued unsettlement of the world for 
three and a half years.” 
If the Brooklyn paper is right and the 
tyranny exercised by the irrconcilables has 
really collapsed with the passage of the 
Washington agreements, then the country 
has a right to expect rapid progress by the

INDIANS PAYING 
FOR EDUCATIONS 


MUSKOGEE, Okla.. April 14.—The 
modem American Indian may be said 
to be paying his own way in pursuit 
of an education, for nearly all funds 
expended in the education of the In­ 
dians of Oklahoma 
belong 
to the 
tribe administered under the depart­ 
ment of the interior, according to H. 
C. Calhoun, supervisor of the Five 
Civilized Tribes schools here. These 
schools form the largest unit of In­ 
dian schools operated under one su­ 
pervision in the country, be added. 
The supervision of the schools of 
the five civilised 
tribes—Cherokee, 
Choctaw, 
Chickasaw, 
Creek 
and 
Seminole—has to deal with three 
phases of school activity which are 
ranked in 
im portance 
as 
follows: 
Trlbial boarding schools, public day 
schools and private contract schools. 
There 
are 
nine 
tribal 
boarding 
schools and seven contract schools 
while the public day school system 
includes 2,306 districts with an en­ 
rollm ent of about 18,000 Indian chil­ 
dren. 
The supervisor’s office has 
jurisdiction over 
the 
Indian 
pupil 
only in these day schools, not over 
the public school as such. 
The tribal boarding schools are 
m aintained for each distinct tribe 
and 
are 
completed 
educational 
plants. 
Kach is equipped with kitch­ 
en, dining room, dorm itory, laundry, 
hospital and facilities for industrial 
and academ ic education. 
Most of 
these schools have a large acreage 
which is tilled and the product used 
in the m aintenance of the school. 
A griculture 
is 
em phasised in all 
the Indian 
industrial 
schools, al­ 


though shop work, carpentry, leather 
machine ard m etal work, homemak- 
in8 for Kiris and sciendfiw home eco­ 
n o m ics aie all a part of the Indus 
tr 4al course. 
The industrial program

1865, Abraham Lincoln, President of 
the United States and known as the 
Great Emancipator, was shot to death 
in Ford’s Theater, in Washington by 
John Wilkes Booth.

However, the comet and late branch­ 
ing kinds are displacing the older 
Victoria type in popular favor.

Marguerite asters,

single form of the comet class, unus­ 
ually graceful and decorative, 
are 
rapidly gaining

daisvlike flowers do not suggest the 
aster at first sight. They are likely 
to become more popular as they are 
better known, a daisylike flower al­ 
ways being valued for bouquets.
